Examiner agreed with applicant that 
Tuckerman doesn't disclose the recessed edge is non-beveled and Akram 
discloses the recessed edge formed on the interposer instead of the die as cited 
the present application's claims. Therefore, examiner withdraws the previous 
rejection.
